For instance, with the advent of digital 
broadcast systems, such as satellite systems and digital cable set-top systems, subscribers are 
typically offered interactive menus that aHew-provide subscribers information regarding 
programming which is currently being aired and programming which is to be aired in the near 
future. Using these systems, subscribers can access a program guide that allows subscribers to 
interactively scroll through available programming, usually based on times and channels. 
Furthermore, subscribers can view details regarding programs scheduled to be aired at a specific 
time on a specific channel in the near future, such as the length of the program, a program 
summary, the program players or hosts, the program's rating, as well as other additional data. 
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
